Communicatioh to the Bethel News. 

The members of the Columbian 
Club of Bethel will doubtless re¬ 
member that, at a recent meeting, 
the question of beautifying the 
common arose, and that a com¬ 
mittee was appointed to solicit 
subscriptions for that purpose. 

NovV, it has pleased Fate to visit 
the above-mentioned committee 
with sickness (from which a speedy 
recovery is confidently expected), 
with the result that yoiir commitee 
has been unable to make any re¬ 
cent report. For thi^ reason she 
has requested her assistant-secre¬ 
tary to address a brief note to the 
Bethel New, 9 , in order that the 
Columbian Club, and all others in¬ 
terested in the welfare of Bethel, 
may know that this matter is being 
pushed and that some rssults have 
already been attained. 

Shortly after her arrival in Bos¬ 
ton your committee consulted Mr. 
Melvin Kimball of Malden, Mass., 
a former resident of Bethel, in re¬ 
gard to a certain soldiers’ monu¬ 
ment fund, now deposited with the 
Bethel Savings Bank, and Of which 
Mr. Kimball is trustee. Mr. Kim¬ 
ball expressed his pleasure at the 
movement and also his willing¬ 
ness that this fund be devoted to 
the beautifying of the common 
provided that the improvements 
there are of a nature suited to 
commemorate the deeds of Bethel’s 
soldiers. 

He agreed with your committee 
that soms sort of a soldiers’ mon¬ 
ument would be the thing best 
suited to satisfy the wishes of all 
concerned. 

With this idea in view, Mr. Kim¬ 
ball, voluntarily devoted some lit¬ 
tle time to visiting various design¬ 
ers aud makers of monuments,and 
later on the assistant-secretary 
and Mr. Kimball together visited 
a concern iu Boston, which has 
orectecr many monuments oh the 
field of Gettysburg and on other 
battle-grounds. As a result of * 
these visits these concerns have al¬ 
ready submitted, to your commit¬ 
tee, several excellent designs for 
monuments, aud other designs 
will be forthcoming, later on. 

One particularly pleasing de¬ 
sign, submitted by the last men¬ 
tioned concern, is of a combination 
fountain and soldiers’ monument, 
well adapted to such a piece of 
ground as the Bethel Common. 

In addition to the question of 
designs, something has also been 
accomplished in the way of addi¬ 
tional subscriptions. To summa¬ 
rize briefly, your committee begs 
leave to report as the uet result of 
her labors up to date i 
First: Some good ideas in re* 
gard to fountains and soldiers’ 
monuments in general, together 
with some excellent designs of the 
same. 

Second : The addition of the Old 
Soldiers’ Monumeut Fund to the 
subscriptious already securod. 

Third: A few additional sub¬ 
scriptions which, with the above- 
mentioned fund and the former 
subscriptions, will easily make a, 
grand total of onO thousand dollars 
5 - 11000 ). 


And finally, plenty of enthusi¬ 
asm aud determination to see the 
matter through to a successful 
finish.
